GIRLS REPORTED FIRED 


Union Men Say 12 Were Let Out 
for Speaking Lightly of 
Wage Increase. 


At a meeting of 150 employes of the 
inaintenance department of the Bell Tel- 
ephone Co. Wednesday an ultimatum 
was prepared, in which the men de- 
mand that the company reinstate the % 
employes whose discharge on Monday 
precipitated a strike. 

According to an official of the Elec- 
trical Workers’ Union, the 150 were part 
of a force of Bell men employes who 
have walked out. | 

Girls Reported Discharged. 

It was stated at the meeting that 
the company on Tuesday had dis- 
charged 12 girl telephone operators 
who were charged with having spo- 
ken lightly of the company’s an- 
nounced intention of increasing the 
salaries of the operators. 

The committee appointed to deliver. 
the ultimatum was instructed to inves- 
tigate this statement and if they found 
it true to demand also that the dis- 
charged operators be reinstated. 

It was, voted to continue the work of 
organizing a separate union and to in- 
duce all maintenance department em- 
ployes of the company to join it. 

Another meeting of the striking em- 
ployes is set for Friday night, at which 
time it is expected the company’s an- 
swer to the ultimatum will be consid- 
ered, 

At noon W. B. Smith, financial secre- 
tary of Local Union No. 1, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that 150 tele- 
phone girls at the Main and Forest ex- 
changes had gone out gn strike in sym- 
pathy with the men. When questioned 
as to his authority for this statement he 
said that 100 girls at a meeting Tuesday 
night had signed union application 
blanks and that it was understood that 
all those who signed had quit work. 

Wednesday morning 50 more girls 
signed the application blanks, he said, 
and this meant that they had gone on 
strike. 

Denies Any Have Struck, 

W. J. Hiss, general manager of the 
company, after learning of Smith's 
Statement, denied that any of the girls 
had walked out. He said all of the 
operators were at their posts and that 
the company had. not taken a stand 
against the formation of an operators’ 
union, 

Hiss told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that in accerdance with its announce- 
ment, made several days ago, the com- 
pany is preparing to grant an average 
increase of 10 per cent in salary to its 
operators. This, he said, will involve 
Aan annual additional expenditure oi 
$75,000. 

About 125 operators held a meeting at 
the Mermod-Jaccard Building Tuesday 
night. After most of them had signed 
union application blanks, Mrs. D. W. 
Knefler of the Women’s Trades Union 
League advised them not to strike until 
they had formed a well-organized union. 


Another Meetiug Planned. 
It was agreed chat the operators 


would attend a meeting of the Women’s 
Trades Union League at its head- 
quarters, 3535 Pine street, Wednesday 
right. 

Some of the young women were in 
favor of declaring a strike in sympathy 
with the men employes of the mainten- 
ance department who walked out Tues- 
Gey after several of their number had 
been discharged by the company.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—After a con- 


ference with President Wilson today, 
Postmaster-Gencral Burleson announced 
that an executive order would be issued 
requiring that all fcurth-class Postmas- 
ters now in office or candidates for 


prospective apopintments shouid be sub- 
jected to a competitive examination to 
determine their fitness for the office. 
Burleson said that it was the purpose 
of President Wilson and himself to take 
into the classified service, probably 4dur- 
ing the next year, all Postmastcrs of 
the second and tbird classes, in addition. 
The Postmaster-General issued a state- 
ment explaining the purpose of the new 
executive order, declaring that President 
Taft's action in putting the fourth-class 
postmasters in the classified service was 
not sufficient and that the mere placing 
ef “a gréat horde of persons,” in the 
classified service, was not in conform- 
ity with the spirit of the civil service as 
there were no tests to determine the 
merits of the applicants. The new or- 
der which substantially amends the Taft 
executive order, retains in the classified 
service all fourth-class postmasters, but 
specifically requires a competitive ex- 
amination and a selection by postoffice 
inspectors from among the first three 
eligible applicants. The order places the 
age limit for appointees at 665 years. 
Burleson, in his discussion of the situa- 
tion, indicates that the Wilson adminis- 
tration wishes to take the fourth-class 
postmasters. gut of. politics, but points 
out that Democrats as well as Republic- 
ans will have an opportunity under com- 
petitive examinations to show fitness.

A jury In Circuit Judge Fisher’s court 
is listening to testimony concerning fads 
of the late Mrs. Anna Zwingmann, to 
determine whether he will disposing of 
property worth $40,000 should be set aside

The plaintiffs, her brothers--John Wil- 
liam Braéue! of Edwardsville, Ill., and 
Paul Braeue! of this city--allege that 
Mrs. Zwingmnann, who bequeathed to 
them each a monthly allowance of $60, 
was of unsound mind when she signed 
the will nine days before her death. 
She named the Josephine Hospital as 
her principal legatee, with Chief Sur- 
geon Frank J. Luts as executor. 
The brothers introduced testimony 
that among the fads she found pleasure 
in humoring was that of collecting old 
tin cans from alleys and saving them 
in the basement of her home. They also 
said she wore short skirts to look like 
a young girl. although she was 77 years 
old when she died. 
Pau! Braeuel testified that he and his 


.leister lived in the same house until he 


tcok her to the Josephine Hospital, 
Grand avenue and Henrietta street, 


pthat on one occasion when he called 
there to see her he was not permitted 
to do so. When asked by his attorney, 
Frank A. Mohr, why he took his sister 
o the hospital, Braeuel ansvcred: “She 
Was crazy in the head.” On motion 
of Morton Jourdan, attorney for the de- 
fense, this testimony was stricken out. 
The hospital, Dr. Lutz and the Rev. 
John F. Reuther, a priest, to whom was 
bequeathed $500 for masses, are named 
as defendants. The plaintiffs contend 
that Mrs. Zwingmann was unduly in- 
fluenced to make her will favorng the 
hospital and that because she was not 
of disposing mind she did not know 
whom the natural objects of her bounty 
should be, 

The defense is that the woman was 
in her right mind and that the will was 
her own free act and deed. 

Realty Man Testifies. 
Stephen Sexton, an East St. Louis real 
estate dealer, testified that he visited 
Mrs. Zwingmann in the Josephine Hos- 
pital the evening of April 11, 1912. She 
told him, he said, that she had been 
forced that day to sign a will. She ap- 
peared to be very much dissatisfied, he 
said, and asked him to have her removed 
to St. Mary’s Hospital in East St. Louis. 
Sexton said she had a mesh bag con- 
taining $35,000 worth of securities, and 
she asked him to take that and have 
it put in a safe deposit box. He did as 
requested, he testified. ' 

She Wanted to Change. 

He returned the next day, he said, and 
Mrs. Zwingmann insisted on being re- 
moved from the hospital. He went to 
East St. Louis, he said, and had an am- 
bulance, with two trained nurses, sent 
from St. Mary’s Hospital] to the Jose- 
phine Hospital, but the physicians in 
charge refused to let either him or the 
nurses enter the room. 

Sexton’s testimony was corroborated 
by Paul Abt, secretary of the Southern 
Illinois Trust Co. Abt said he was with 
Sexton on his visits to the hospital. Dr. 
T. A. Martin testified that he saw Mrs. 
Zwingmann in teh hospital and gave it 
as his opinion that she was mentally in- 
capable of making a will.

RAILROAD ON RIVER 
FRONT, GITY-QWNED, 
IS PROPOSED PLAN 


Commission Suggests Line, 17 


Miles Long, to the Munici- 
pal Assembly. 


A municipally-owned railroad to run 
17 miles along the river front between 
baden and Carondelet, is proposed by 
the City Plan Commission in 4 report 
just submitted to the Municipal As- 
sembly. The Commission calls atten- 
tion to the fact that several important 
railroad franchises, covering the use of 
tracks on the river front, will expire 
before November, 1914. 

“This fact present important possi- 
bilities,’ says the commission. “Tt 
opens the way to municipal ownership 
of a railroad from a point considerably 
south of the municipal bridge along the 
levee and the river front to the Chain 


of Rocks. 
“The city already owns a rail-

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road covering the northern section of 
this route, extending from _ Bissell’s 
l’oint to the Chain of Rocks and 
traversing a district especially adapted 
to industrial development. Not only is 
i: possible for the city to own a river 
front railroad southward from Bissell’s 
Yroint, but the acquisition can be ef- 
fected at comparatively small cost. The 
commission does not make recommen- 
dation, but suggestg that the expiring 
franchises present this possibility ior 
serious consideration by the city in the 
immediate future. 

Connection With Bridge. 
“The importance of the situation in 
respect to river-frent tracks will be 
vastly increased upon the completion ‘of 
the municipal bridge. With the building 
cf the western approach the city will own 
a railroad extending out Gratiot street 
to Twenty-third strget. Connection be- 
tween the bridge and river-front tracks 
owned by the city is shown by the: engi- 
neer of the commission to be practicable 
from a construction point of view and 
not prohibitive in ccst. 
“The franchises about expiring apply 
to tracks, the scuthérn extremity of 
which is Arsenal street. If the city 
shall decide to adopt the policy of a 
municipal-owned raiJroad along the river 
front and connecting with the municipal 
bridge, there will be presented the ques- 
tion of extension southward from Arse- 
nal street to reach an industrial district 
adjacent to the River des Peres. In the 
opinion of the engineer, such an exten- 
sion is practicabte. 

“The harbor line of St. Louis, as es- 
tablished in 1903, permits a material ex- 
tension of the river front. The city can 
expand eastward into shallow water and 
increase the river front to the extent 
necessary for railroad tracks. 

“Along the Illinois front, opposite St. 
Louis, is being constructed a concrete 
wall, the crest of which is above high 
water. As to the probable effect of 
this wall on the river stage along the 
St. Louis front engineers differ widely. 
It may be found in time expedient for 
St. Louis to build a concrete wall along 
its front. If this is done, advantage may 
be taken of the new harbor line and a 
large area may be added to the city’s 


frontage.”’ 


‘Map Shows Project. 

Accompanying the report is a map 
of the river front of St. Louis, show- 
ing the possibility of a municipal- 
owned or controlled railway from the 
Chain of Rocks to the River des Peres, 
with an additional approach to the mu- 
nicipal bridge, prepared for the com- 
mission by Baxter L. Brown, consult- 
ing engineer. 

Attached to the report of the commis- 
sion is a report of Consulting Engineer 
Brown, which presents in detail the op- 
portunities affordéd to the city by the 
expiring franchises. 

The engineer quotes from ordinances 
which granted franchises for a Single 
and double track railway from Arsenal] 
street to a connection with the tracks 
of the Water Works Railway at Bis- 
sell’s Point, excepting between Valen- 
tine street and Morgan street on the 
Wharf, where right was given to use 
the tracks of the Iron Mountain. 

This franchise as first granted ex- 
rires June 11, 1914, but was extended to 
Dec. 15, 1915. The engineer says: 

“It would be no troubla to arrange 
for joint use of tracks in that vicinity, 
or better still, the city can own «he 
tracks and lease them to the various 
roads on the trackage principle. Below 
Chouteau avenue there is either room 
for the tracks, or it can be secured by 
moving the harbor line to the east suf- 
ficiently to provide room. As to the 
moving of the harbor line, there is 
every reason to believe that Iittle 
trouble would be eneountered south of 
the Pittsburg dike.” 

Wider Wharf Possible. 

The engineer also shows from the 
harbor and wharf lines established by 
the War Department in 1908 that the 
city may acquire ‘‘a material extension 
to the east of the line to which. per- 
manent structures may be extended. 

At North Market street for example, 
where the width of the present wharf 
is 400 feet, the new harbor line permits 
un extension of 370 feet to the east, 
which will ultimately make the width 
of the city wharf at that point 77) 
feet. A sandbar just inside the new 
harbor line indicates that the filling 
in and extension of the wharf in that 
neighborhood can be easily accom- 
plished.

A POLICE OFFICIALS, 
TOTAL NOW 15 10 


Jury Takes Only 37 Minutes to 
Find Quartet of Inspectors 
Guilty of Conspiracy. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—The conviction 
of the demoted police inspectors, Dennis 
Sweeney, James E. Hussey, James F. 
Thompson and John J. Murtha on 
charges of conspiracy to obstruct justice, 
by a jury which required only 37. min- 
utes to reach its verdict was declared 
iby District Attorney Charles S. Whit- 
man today to be likely to lead to **still 
more important work” in clearing the 
police situation. No explanation of what 
futther action is contemplated was 
forthcoming. 

Until sentence is paesed Friday, no 
one knows just what move will be made 
by counsel for the defense in the case 
of the four men. Each is likely te get 
a year in prison and each is also under 
indictment for bribery. 

May Drop Other Cases. 

It was intimated at the District At- 
torney’s office today that it may rest 
with the defendants whether they are 
to be tried on the bribery charge. If 
heir lawyers make a fight against the 
verdict it is understood that District 
Attorney Whitman will press the bribery 
vases, which involve a felony and Carry, 
on conviction, a much heavier sentence 
than the prisoners could now receive. 
If the defendants serve time for the 
crimes of which they now stand con- 
victed, Whitman may not push the re- 
maining cases. 

The result thus far of the 10 months’ 
war to end the police system’s “carnival 
of graft’’ has been the conviction or 
pleading guilty of 10 policemen and the 
conviction of several associates in crime. 

The list begins with Lieut. Charles 
Becker, who was convicted last October 
of the instigation of the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal in July, because the 
latter threatened to expose police graft. 
In November four gun men were con- 
victed of the same crime.and sent to 
Sing Sing where, with Becker, they are 
awaiting execution. 

Others Whe Are Guilty. 

The Becker-Rosenthal case led to a 
general investigation of the sale of po- 
lice protection for vice and crime. Reve- 
lations were made which forced Police- 
man Eugene Fox and Capt. W. Walsh to 
plead guilty to bribery. A confession to 
grafting was .made by Policeman James 
E. Wrenn, John J. Hartigan, a patrol- 
man, was convicted on charges of per- 
jury. Policeman Thomas F. Robinson 
was found guilty on charges of extor- 
tion and the conviction followed yes- 
terday of the four demoted police in- 
spectors on charges of conspiracy in 
plotting to buy the silence of a witness 
against them.

Her daughter, Mrs. Marie Connor, has 
applied to the Probate Court for the 
appointment of a guardian for her, al- 
leging that by the use of liquor she has 
unfitted herself to manage her husband's 
200,000 estate. 

Mrs. Miller's appearance was not ex- 
pected by the lawyer's. She sat near her 
former servants, and listened with great 
interest to their answers to 


terruption. She wore a white and black 
checked tailored suit, and a  flower- 
trimmed hat, and showed no trace of the 
severe nervous shock which, after the 
filing of her daughter's petition, caused 
her to go to a sanitarium. The scene of 
the deposition-taking was the office of 
Davis Biggs in the Pierce Building. 

The servants, Freda Boehmer, a white 
maid, and Henry Pevey, a negro chef, 
were questioned only about Mrs. Mil- 
ler’'s use of alcoholic stimulants. The 
depositions were taken in executive ses- 
sion at~-the request of Mrs. Miller's 
attorneys. 

In a statement published in last Fri- 
day's Post-Dispatch, Mrs. Miller said 
she had no intention of denying that 
she had indulged in liquor to a certain 
extent. She said her late husband had 
been of a bohemian disposition, and 
that he always kept liquors in the 
house. She drank with him for sociabil- 
ity’s sake, she said, but since his death 
she had not been drinking much.

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A PROBLEM IN HIGH FINANCE. 

Comptroller Player’s financial puzzle suggests 
the need of a high financier to solve the problem 
presented by the proposal to increase the tax 
rates for the purpose of meeting.a deficiency and 
at the same time reduce*the water rates bX an 
amount in excess of the revenue increase. 

The Comptroller says the tax rate must be in- 
creased to cover necessary municipal expendi- 
tures. There can be no doubt of that. The city 
suffers from lack of revenue. Things that ought 
to be done remain undone, and with increasing 
needs on account of increasing population the 
pressure for more revenue becomes more intense. 
Politics has kept the tax rate too low. The tax- 
payers must not be offended. 

On the other hand, politics demands that the 
water-users be pleased. They want cheaper water. 
They should have it whenever conditions warrant 
reduction. Water should be as cheap as possible. 
We would not object to free water if it could be 
supplied without injustice. 

water supply must be paid for. Unless 
cheaper water brings mcre revenue—a conclusion 
yet to be demonstrated—a reduction of rates must 
be met out of the general revenue. But there is 
a deficiency in the general revenue and the pro- 
posed increase in the tax rate is hardly enough 
to meet the deficiency. The reduction in the wa- 
ter rates will increase the deficiency. 

Perhaps Mayor Kiel and his advisers can work 
out the problem of meeting a deficiency with a 
greater deficiency. Hitherto it has stumped 
financiers: But all things are possible in politics. 

A further increase in the tax rate, however, to 
pay for a reduction in the water rates would not 


be shrewd politics. 
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The coming of the first warm inv means, to 
hundreds of poor families who cannot afford ice, 
souring of the milk on which the babies depend 
for nourishment. Prompt aid in pure milk and 
free ice is as imperative now as in the middle 
cf the hottest spell of summer. He who gives 
quickly is most sure of saving some little life. 
The plea of the Pure Milk Commission and of 
the King’s Daughters for enough money to begin 
work on the scale needed to insure success should 
receive instant response. 
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COMMONS’ VOTE ‘ON SUFFRAGE. 

The action of the House of Commons on a 
votes-for-women bill affords every incentive to 
London suffragettes to cease their campaign of 
violence. The feminine dynamiters and church- 
burners no longer have the excuse that they are 
refused even a chance to test the House's senti- 
ment. A square issue was permitted and a pro- 
posal to grant women votes on practically the 
game conditions on which men are granted them 
was defeated by a majority of only 47. With the 
home rule bill out of the way, the Irish members 
alone might have given the women a handsome 
victory. 

The vote showed two things: That British suf- 
frage for women cannot long be delayed, and that 
the adverse majority. at this time would doubtless 
have been less but for the lawless depredations 
of the women themselves. A better plan of cam- 
paign would probably bring early results. 
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The text furnished by the case of Teller Harry 
G. Baseler, embezzler of $15,000, needs no ex- 


puunding. 
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WO OFFICIAL JOY RIDING. 

That autos are needed in a number of munici- 
pal ents there is no question. Their use 
‘in place of horses and buggies or wagons repre- 
' sents economy and efficiency. The only thing to 
guard against is extravagance in supplying autos 
mot actually needed and using them for other 
purposes than city work.

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A SEAT FOR EACH PASSENGER. 

When Chicago’s Council passes a seat-for-each- 
passenger ordinance applying to the elevated 
roads, the traction men do not grumble, but 
cheerfully reply: 

The companies are as keenly alive as your- 
self to the necéssity of giving their patrons 
the best service possible. They know that | 
the commercial success of a transportation 
agency is more dependent upon this factor 
than upon any other.’ 

The United Railways Co. of St. Louis grumble 
that it cannot afferd te make additions cnd im- 
provements which are necessary to good service. 
Instead of treating the public as so many patrons 
to be pleased, it puts on a poor mouth whenever 
the public complains. It has never learned the 
principle that the success of a transportation 
agency must depend ultimately upon the kind of 
service it renders. Conditions in St. Louis differ 
from those in Chicago. The United Railways Co. 
is a monopoly, but the principle is the same. It 
can survive only by providing the service which 
St. Louis demands. Otherwise eventually 8t. 
Louis will have done with it; it will be super- 

seded. 

It is only a question of time—and little time at 
that—when service on a basis of a seat for each 
passenger will be exacted of the United Railways 
Co. by the competent autnority, municipal or 
State. It may as well prepare to bow gracefully 
to the inevitable—or prepare to turn the business 
over to those who know how to make good serv- 
ice pay.

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‘‘IN OPEN COURT.’’ 

Putting an end to divorces behind closed doors, 
the Lord Chancellor of England declares: “Every 
court of justice in the land is open to every sub- 
ject of the King. A court has no power to sit 
otherwise than with open doors.” 

Emphasis of this principle is required in Amer- 
ican courts. The secret divorce is an abomination 
and in certain jurisdictions a growing one. Except 
in rare instances where the testimony is of an 
offensive nature, which the court decides should 
be withheld on the score of public morals or pub- 
lic decency, there should never be a secret court 
proceeding of any kind, and even the exception 
may be regarded as dangerous. 

The secret divorce is akin to the star chamber 
proceeding. The closed doors of a court confine 
the darkness of the Middle Ages. The light of 
publicity alone can keep the system of judicature 
clean and preserve liberty and justice to a people. 
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With the victorious Nicholas of Montenegro and 
the whipped Sultan of Turkey both thinking of 
abdicating, the havoc war plays with thrones, 
winning or losing, seems to be illustrated.

. FREIGHTS AND UNTAXED FOODS. 

The inauguration of East St. Louis’ new Mayor 
Was made an occasion by President B. A. Worth- 
ington of the Chicago & Alton for advocating a 
10 per cent increase in railroad rates. At a 
luncheon tendered President Samuel! Rea of the 
Pennsylvania road in Pittsburg, he declared that 
“We are obliged to look forward to a general 
and modest increase in rates.”

Corporation Salaries. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One of the great wrongs permitted to exist at 
the present time is the power of officials of a 
corporation to vote themselves salaries. What 
this country needs more than tariff laws is cor- 
poration laws regulating the salaries of offi- 
clals. It is dead easy under present conditions 
for a board of directors to get together and vote 
themselves large, juicy salaries out of all pro- 
portion to earnings, efficiency or services ren- 
dered. In the exposure of a recent Lead com- 
pany it was brought out in court testimony that 
only a few hours after their election, the presi- 
dent and directors voted themselves an increase 
of salary of $4000 a year each; a mere bagatelle— 
it didn’t worry these high and mighty men that 
dividends had to be passed, that the poor inves- 
tors’ earnings dwindled down to half. Nor did 
they consider for one minute that they owe theif 
positions to the stockholders’ money. 

So it was with recent bank sensations and 
other mercantile companies. Stockholders are at 
the mercy of the board of directors anq there- 
fore need protection. 

Salaries of officials of a corporation might b@ 
regulated by law. When dividends have to be 
passed, all salaries of the board ought to be cut 
in half; if reduced, their salaries ought to be re* 
duced likewise, because had they been efficient 
the cut would not have been necessary. Wher 
one sees these officers of corporations living oD 
the fat of the land on stockholders’ money—rid- 
ing in private cars and latest mode) autos and 
the poor stockholders groaning ang wonderins 
how they can make ends meet, ig 1; a wonder 
that anarchism grows? It ts true the day of

Protest Will Say That AntAlian 
Land Law Deals With Them 
as Inferiors. 


By Associated Press, 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—A cable- 
gram from Tokio to the Japanese New 
World of this city says the protest of 
the Japanese Government against the 
alien-land law in California will be based 
on the contention that by its terms the 
Japanese were placed in a position in- 
ferior to that granted to citizens of 
European nations in California and that 
the spirit of the “most-favored-nation”’ 
clause of the Japanese treaty with the 
\Tnited States was therefore violated, 
even though no stipulation of the treaty 
specifically covered the point at issue. 

There still is a strong feeling in Japan 
that the difficulty can be solved by ne- 
eotiations between the two governments, 
the message ads. Baron Sakatani, 
Mayor of Tokio, is quoted as having 
said in an interview: 

“The right of naturalization and a 
new treaty with the United States spe- 
cifically relating to land ownership will 
solve the whole question.”’ 

Advices to the Japanese-American 
from Tokio reported that the Japanese 
Government had announced that an av- 
enue toward a satisfactory solution of 
the California problem still remained and 
argued that the people await the issue 
of negotiations with calmness.
